The Public Library and the Civil Service 


Candidate

EADERS who request civil service 
material generally fall into one or 
the other of two main groups, those 

who wish to survey the field as a whole, 
and those who wish to prepare for a par- 
ticular examination. 

Group one includes students who are 
exploring civil service opportunities for 
educational reasons, and persons actually 
in search of jobs and desirous of discov- 
ering one for which they can qualify. 

For those who seek general information, 
two recent books should prove very use- 
ful. Opportunities in Government Em- 
ployment by L. J. O’Rourke (1940. 
Garden City Pub. Co., $1) describes 
specifically a great variety of jobs in both 
national and local government and gives 
much information to aid one in choosing 
the job for which he is best suited. It is 
addressed to the young person but should 
be equally helpful to others. Your Federal 
Civil Service (1940. Funk, $2.50) by J 
C. O’Brien and P. P. Marenburg does not 
describe jobs, but goes at length into the 
process of obtaining one. As regards Fed- 
eral positions, the two books complement 
each other. 

Readers preparing for examinations 
offer a special problem. Their demands 
are insistent and often hard to satisfy, 
sometimes because books are lacking or 
unsatisfactory, sometimes because of their 
own limitations, and sometimes because 
the librarian is at sea. The rest of this 
article will try to analyze somewhat the 
problem as a whole so that the librarian 
can attack it more effectively. 

Four standpoints from which attacks 
seem usefully attempted are those of the 


examining body, positions offered, printed 
material, and the applicant himself. 

Examining bodies may be national, 
state, or local, the last including munici- 
palities, counties, and a few special dis- 
tricts. Counting the United States Civil 
Service Commission, in 1937 they num- 
bered 485 and functioned in 863 govern- 
ment jurisdictions', which figures are in- 
creasing. Different commissions may ex- 
amine for positions which carry identical 
duties, but tests will usually vary from 
one commission to the next. Hence, a 
book prepared to meet conditions in one 
place may be an uncertain or unsafe guide 
in another. Furthermore, a commission 
may alter its examination methods or 
point of view, to say nothing of changing 
its questions. 

As regards positions offered, the files 
of the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission, according to the Commission’s 
Fifty-Sixth Annual Report, 1939 (1940), 
listed about 22,000 job titles. Deducting 
duplications and jobs representing differ- 
ent grades or specialized branches of the 
same occupation, these covered nearly 
all the callings listed by the Census Bu- 
reau in 1930. Allowing for jobs into 
which book knowledge does not enter 
or which for other reasons may not in- 
volve the library, there still remains a 
great number of vocational subjects on 
which libraries may be asked for informa- 
tion. The size of the apparent educational 
opportunity is further hinted at by the an- 
nual number of applicants for federal 
positions alone, which in the year 1938-39 
exceeded 650,000. Parallel total figures 
for non-Federal positions, were they 
available, would unquestionably confirm

and emphasize the moral of the Federal 
statistics above cited. 

Qualifications for a typical position may 
be broken down into such elements as age, 
physical ability, experience and education. 
Emphasis on any of these or on other 
requirements will depend on the position 
and may vary from commission to com- 
mission. The only safe sources of in- 
formation on such matters are a com- 
mission’s own announcements. 

As regards education, which is the 
special interest of the librarian, the re- 
quirements range from the very simplest 
and most general to graduation from a 
specialized professional school. They are 
as varied as for corresponding positions 
in business and industry and demand 
from the library the same kind of re- 
sources and service. 

Printed matter may be classed as of- 
ficial or unofficial. Typical publications 
put out by commissions include (1) re- 
ports, which the librarian himself will 


find illuminating for their general in- 
formation, and (2) the announcements 
which describe the requirements for in- 
dividual positions and give details con- 
cerning salaries and the times and places 


of examinations. The latter are essential 
for recommending books intelligently. 

For Federal publications, the United 
States Civil Service Commission at Wash- 
ington, D. C., should be addressed. The 
Commission will mail, free, to any pub- 
lic library (not a branch) its Form 2279, 
Examinations for the United States Civil 
Service, a bulletin which gives condensed 
information on approaching examinations. 
Detailed announcements of individual ex- 
aminations may also be had, and will be 
needed at least in large libraries, but in 
many cases a file of Form 2279 will per- 
haps meet most purposes. 

The Commission also sends notices of 
examinations to first and second class 
post offices for posting, to state and mu- 
nicipal civil service commissions, to re- 
lief and public employment agencies, to 


government offices, and to miscellaneous 
other groups. Inquirers in a city with a 
first or second class post office may be re- 
ferred for information to the local Federal 
civil service board in post office or cus- 
tom house. Libraries may apply to the 
Commission’s district manager for infor- 
mation on examinations open to residents 
of their civil service districts. A map of 
districts is found in the Commission’s 
Annual Report, 1939. 

For state and local commission publica- 
tions, the librarian should inquire re- 
spectively at his own state capital and 
city hall. State libraries and state library 
commissions should be able to help li- 
braries in quest of state civil service in- 
formation. 

Official publications not issued by a 
commission but often practically impor- 
tant for the applicant are laws, codes, and 
ordinances, of which a knowledge is es- 
sential for administering a job. Examples 
of these are building and sanitary codes. 

Specimens of past examinations are al- 
ways in demand. Commissions differ 
widely in their policies about publishing 
these, but for understandable reasons, 
they are generally very close. The most 
liberal policy is pursued in New York 
City, where the commission freely sells 
copies of its tests at prices varying with 
the salary carried by the position. The 
Federal commission does not publish its 
papers, and is prohibited by law from 
“instructing or being concerned in the 
instruction of applicants.” In some cases, 
however, the Commission has printed a 
sample test on the back of the announce- 
ment of an examination. This practice 
has been limited to examinations of a 
general character, in which no high edu- 
cational training or experience is required, 
and which consist mainly of a general 
clerical or mental test. 

The librarian should ascertain from his 
local commission its policy in regard to 
making examination papers public. Then, 
if past papers are not available, he can 
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answer his readers at least informatively, 
if not always to their satisfaction. When 
other libraries are in the same local civil 
service jurisdiction, it is well to learn 
what they have discovered before ap- 
proaching the commission. 

Certain publishers procure questions 
by one means or another, reprint them 
and charge a good price for them. But 
neither they nor any “civil service school” 
have any right to represent their informa- 
tion as “official,” nor, in the case of the 
school, to “guarantee” positions to its 
graduates. Librarians may be able to 
do some readers a service by keeping 
these statements in mind. Of course, a 
candidate who pins his faith to any past 
examination paper is on very shaky 
ground. Very, very few publications of 
this pseudo-official type can be honestly 
recommended to applicants. 

Unofficial material includes (1) texts 
on general school subjects, such as arith- 
metic, (2) texts and practical works on 
special subjects, such as plumbing, sur- 
veying and accounting, and (3) texts from 
special standpoints, as on fire department 
hydraulics. To these may be added texts 
describing vocations. As far as (1) and 
(2) are concerned, the problem seems 
to be the same as that of providing similar 
texts for other readers of differing voca- 
tional interests and degrees of education. 
Much still remains to be done in the way 
of providing good, elementary texts on 
common school subjects which can be used 
for home study and review by adults. 
Texts for professional graduates, for many 
trades, and for various types of office work 
are on the whole at least reasonably 
abundant, and in many fields decidedly so. 

Texts written from a special standpoint 
or for skilled occupations peculiar to pub- 
lie service, e.g., fire and police work, offer 
more difficulties. Differences in local codes 
and ordinances may greatly lessen the 
value of such a book outside the city of 
its publication. 

Finally, there is the applicant himself. 


As a citizen, he is entitled of course to any 
help the library can legitimately give 
him. Beyond this, it will help to regard 
all applicants as students with differing 
degrees of preparation and characteristic 
student attitudes. On the one hand is 
the individual thoroughly familiar with 
his subject who skims a text simply to be 
sure of overlooking nothing. Specimen 
examinations interest him chiefly as they 
may indicate the possible approach of 
the examiner and type of question asked. 

At the other extreme is the individual 
with little or no preparation or special 
fitness, whose eye is singly on a needed 
job, and who is taking the examination 
on a gambler’s chance. Like other stu- 
dents in like circumstances, he crams. 
Hence doubtless his desperate interest in 
past examinations and in books in cate- 
chism form. 

In behalf of many “q-and-a” readers, 
it should be said that they may use such 
books legitimately for review. Frequently, 
they are strangers to systematic study and 
find it easier to store information piece- 
meal. Very often they are unused to 
putting down their thoughts on paper 
and perhaps find the question-and-answer 
helpful as a preparatory exercise. At the 
same time, such works usually have little 
educational value, and applicants should 
be encouraged to use better material 
which is within their capacity. 

These remarks on the applicant lead 
up to the question of the library’s atti- 
tude toward the whole aim of civil service. 
This aim is not to provide jobs for citizens 
but to obtain the best public servants, not 
mere crammers but individuals who are 
fundamentally well equipped. This in 
turn makes the true object of the library 
to supply books not for passing a given 
examination, but rather for helping the 
applicant educate himself for the re- 
sponsibilities and opportunities of the po- 
sition sought. Study thus undertaken 
minimizes the differences between the ex- 
aminations of different commissions and 
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also the variations in questions and either purpose. Nevertheless, these and 
methods of the same commission.

WITH ITS thirty-seventh volume Tue Book.ist appears in a new format. With a view to 
making it as usable as possible it has been examined from cover to cover and changes have 
been made to increase its legibility and facilitate easy use. The redesigning was done by 
Harold English, the A.L.A. Editor of Publications; the art work on the cover by Douglas 
Rader. The type used for the text is Linotype Textype, a contemporary book and periodical 
face specially designed to print clearly under modern fast printing conditions. The paper, 
Kleerfect English Finish, was selected for its uniform printing surface and opacity. 

There have been few major changes since THE Book ist, financed by a fund given by 
Andrew Carnegie, began publication in 1905 at 1012 Beacon street, Boston. The first editor 
was Caroline H. Garland, librarian of the Dover, New Hampshire, Public Library, and her 
foreword to the opening number is appropriate today: “To the number of book reviews 
already existing there would be little need of adding another, were it not made from a 
different standpoint and to serve a definite purpose. The A.L.A. BooKList aims to embody 
briefly the judgment and experience of librarians for the use of librarians.” 

However, this selected list of current books, compiled from an unbiased point of view, is 
more than a librarian’s tool—it is an aid to all readers. It may well be shelved in the 
reading room with other periodicals.

The information violates Section 262, title 18, U.S. Code Anno- 
tated. Therefore the book should either be withdrawn from circulation or the offending 
page removed. One large city library removed the page from all copies in the system and 
the book was returned to circulation.
